Don't run boys, take your 
time." 
“ There are three divisions of 


dance," Mr». Volner explained while 
he called to the couples, “beginners, 
intermediates, and challenge. Some of 
these people are experienced dancers 
... Just haven't danced in a long time, 
so they've come back to brush up on 
the 
new 
ate pa." 
Though 
the 


beginners weren’t as accomplished as 
the intermediate group, they wore not 
inhibited. Mistakes appeared to be a 
part of the fun — they were taken in 
stride, so to apeak. 
"Bill is a tough teacher," 


one of the students remarked, “ but 
he's good.’’ 
The record stopped playing 


and 
the dancers broke away for 


refreshments, “ the coffee’s free, but if 
you drink a soda, put some money in 
the box," Bill joked.

The basement resembles an informal clubhouse with an elaborate

Hash calls put the dancers at the caller's 
mercy because there is no pattern, no spec SI sequence of steps The caller 
makes them up as he goes along. Hash is that part of square dance 
calling 
(and dancing), which separates the beginners from the intermediate ..... 
and the challenge. 
“ In challenge dancing, aome of the people have been at it for 


15-16 years ... they don't want the same old calls,'' Volner explained. 
“They want aomeone to 'break am up.' You are, the sequence of hash calls 
depends on the positions of the pairs... and knowing which steps snd variations 
can get them back home — home 
designates each couple's numbered 
place in the aquare. 
"It's the dancers’ minds 


against the caller's, that’s why I’m 
not 
a food 
dancer, 1 
try 
to 
anticipate the next call, and you 
can’t do that. I know that I couldn’t 
dance to my own calling." 
“ He's 
not," his 
wife 
affirmed, “ and it’s a standing joke." 


Volner is a tall, slender 


man who dresses the part of a 
professional 
western 
entertainer. 


And I can tell you how he keeps his 
trim shape. In addition to the classes 
he holds at home, he conducts 
weekly schools at Martin, Tenn., 
Poplar Bluff, 
Paducah, Mayfield, 
Ky.,

southeastern United States, calling 
at dances, and maintains a staff 
position at Fontana, N.C., a large 
aquare dancing reaort. 
“ I keep a whole set of 


equipment ready in the car, so I can 
go on short notice,’’ he explained.

responsible for their own electronic 
gear and records 
What 
does a man 
like 
Volner do in his spare time .... 
Hobbies? “ I work,” he answered 
flatly. 
Curiosity took ita toll, and 


I asked if he knew any women 
callers. 
"Oh, there 
are 
a 
few 
women callers, not over two or 
three,” he said. “ It’s a man’s game, I 
guess." 
That 
may be true, but 
square dancing allows no demands 
that girls be girls They are dressed 


in clouds of ruffled petticoats, twirled around, bowed to, and generally 
paraded about. 
It’s delightful for q>ectators. 
"What’s your favorite song or call," 1 asked. 
“ I just like music," he reminded me, “ but, any good song you 


hear on the radio, 1 can call to. Slow or fast, bosa nova or country western 
... yeah, some of them will really get you in gear," and with that he went 
back to the spontaneous rhythm of a hash call. 
Are yon kidding ...? 
It took all available aelf-discipline not to put my pad and pencil 


down and break in on a pair of dancers ... so 1 just patted my foot.

In Defense of Women

M EN AS A E S TH E TE S 
Men show no such sagacious apprehension o f the relatively 
feeble loveliness o f the human frame. The most effective lure that 
a woman can bold out to a man is the lure of what he fatuously 
conceives to be her beauty. 'This so-called beauty, o f course, is 
almost always a pure illusion. The female body, even at its best, is 
very defective in form ; it has harsh curves and very clumsily 
distributed masses; compared to it the average m ilk-jug, or even 
cuspidor, is a thing o f intelligent and gratifying design - in brief, an 
objet d ’art. The fact was curiously (and hum orously) displayed 
during the late war, when great numbers o f women in all the 
belligerent countries began putting on uniforms. Instantly they 
appeared in public in their grotesque burlesques of the offical garb 
of aviators, elevator boys, bus conductors, train guards, and so on, 
their deplorable deficienty in design was unescapably revealed. A 
man, save he be fat, i.e., of wom anly contours, usually |<x>ks betUr 
in uniform than in m ufti; the tight lines set o ff his figure. But a 
woman is at once given awav: she looks like a dumbbell run over 
by an express train. Below the neck by the bow and below the waist 
astern there are tw o masses that simply refuse* to fit into a 
balanced composition. Viewed from the side, she presents an 
exaggerated S bisected by an im perfect straight line, and so she 
inevitably suggests a drunken dollar-m ark. Her ordinary clothing 
cunningly conceals this fundamental im perfection. It swathes those 
impossible masses in draperies soothingly uncertain o f outline. But 
putting her into uniform is like stripping her. Instantly all her 
—alleged beauty vanishes. 
Moreover, it is extrem ely ran* to find a woman who shows even 
the modest sightliness that her sex is theoretically capable o f; it is 
only the rare beauty who is even tolerable. The average woman, 
until art comes to her aid, is ungraceful, misshapen, badly calves 
and crudely articulated, even for a woman. If she has a good torso, 
she is almost sure to be bow-legged. If she has good legs, she is 
almost sure have bad teeth. If she has good teeth, she is almost sure 
to have scrawny hands, or muddy eyes, or hair like oakum , or no 
chin. A woman who meets fair tests all ’round is so uncommon 
that she becomes a sort o f marvel, and usually gains a livelihood by 
exhibiting herself as such, either on the stage, in the half-world, or as 
the private jewel o f some wealthy connoisseur. 
But this lack o f genuine beauty in women lays on them no 
practical disadvantage in the primary business of their sex, for it 
effects are more than overborne by the em otional suggestibility, 
the herculean capacity for illusion, the almost total absence o f 
critical sense of men. Men do not demand genuine beauty, even in 
the most modest doses; they are quite content w ith the 
mere 
appearance of beauty. That is to say, they show no talent whatever 
for differentiating between the artificial and the real. A film o f face 
powder, skilfully applied, i.-> as satisfying to them as an epidermis of 
damask. The hair o f a dead Chinam an, artfully dressed and dyed 
gives them as much delight as »he authentic tresses o f Venus. A 
false hip intrigues them as effectively as the soundest one of living 
fascia. A pretty frock fetches them quite as surely and securely as 
lovely 
legs, shoulders, hands or eyes. In brief, they estimate 
wom en, and hence acquire their wives, by reckoning up purely 
superficial aspects, which is just as intelligent as estimating an egg 
by purely superficial aspects. They never go behind the returns; it 
never occurs to them to analyze the impressions they receive. The 
result is that many a man, deceived by such paltry sophistications, 
never really sees his wife — that is, as God is supposed to see her, 
and as the embalmer will see her — until they have been married 
for years. All the tricks may be infantile and obvious, but in the 
face o f so naive a spectator the tem ptation to continue practising 
them is irresistible. A trained nurse tells me that even when 
undergoing 
the 
extrem e 
discomforts o f paturition 
the 
great 
m ajority o f women continue to m odify their complexions with 
pulverized talcs, and to give thought to the arrangment o f their 
hair. Such transparent devices, to be sure, reduce the psychologist 
to a sour sort o f m irth, and yet it must be plain that they suffice to 
entrap and make fools o f men, even the most discreet. 1 know of 
no man, indeed, who is wholly resistant to female b«*auty, and I 
know o f no man, even among those engaged professionally by 
aesthetic problems, who habitually and auotm atically distinguishes 
the genuine from the im itation. He may do it now and then; he 
may even preen him self upon his unusual discrim ination; but given 
the right woman and the right stage setting, and he will be deceived 
almost as readily as a yokel fresh from the cabbage-field.

Davis combined something of 
the anachronistic and something 
of the radical.

I w ent to the Volner hom e 
one night and arrived in tim e to see 
him guiding (patiently, but firmly 
three squares o f couples through the 
fu n d am en tal 
steps 
- 
including 
alamande lefts, right and left grands, 
prom enades - and throwing in a few 
of the m ore advanced steps, such as 
"box the gnat” and "half sashay.” 
He worked to the strains of 
good country-western tunes, mixing 
instructions with calls, never breaking 
rhythm: 
" ... 
prom enade 
the 
ole 
chuck wagon, 
the back wheel bent with 
the axle draggin.' 
D on ’t run boys, take your 
tim e.” 
"There are three divisions o f 
dance,” Mrs. Volner 
explained while 
he called to the couples, "beginners, 
interm ediates, and challenge. Som e o f 
these people are experienced dancers 
... just haven’t danced in a long time, 
so they've com e back to brush up on 
th e 
new 
steps." 
Though 
the 
b«»ginnera w eren’t as accom plished as 
the interm ediate group, they were not 
inhibited. M istakes appeared to be a 
part o f the fun — they were taken in 
stride, so to speak. 
"Bill is a tough teacher,” 
one of the students remarked, "but 
h e’s g o o d .” 
The record stopped playing 
and

dancers broke away

The basem ent resem bles an informal clubhouse with an elaborate 
public address system . Patio lanterns hang from the ceiling, m ountains o f 
snack food and coffee cups fill the kitchenette, and dozens o f photographs 
and plaques line the walls. 
"People follow square dancing like they do football; th ey ’ll com e 
from 300 or 400 m iles around to dance,’’ he explained. "There are never 
any alcoholic beverages nerved at the dances, and the people are usually 
church-going folks o f all ages." 
There are tw o types o f square dance calls - singing calls, involving 


an established pattern of steps sung to popular tunes, and hash calls, which 
pre done to no particular m elody. Hash «»lit put the dancers at the caller's 
mercy because there is no pattern, no special sequence of step s The caller 
m akes them up ss he goes along. Hash is that part o f square dance 
calling 
(and dancing), which separates the beginners from the intermediate ..... 
and the challenge, 
"In challenge dancing, aome of the people have been at it for 
16-18 years ... they d o n ’t want the same old calls," Volner 
explained. 
"They want aomeone to 'break em u p.’ You aee, the sequence o f haah calls 
depends on the positions o f the pairs ... and knowing which steps and variations 
can get them back hom e 
home 
designates each couple’s numbered 
place in the square 
" It’s 
the dancers' m inds 
against the caller's, th at’s why I’m 
not 
a 
good 
dancer, 
I 
try 
to 
anticipate the next call, and you 
can't do that I know that I co u ld n ’t 
dance to mv ow n calling." 
" H e’s 
n o t,” 
his

"I w ork," he answered 
flatly. 
Curiosity took its toll, and

People Achieving 
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MEN AS AESTHETES 
Men show no such .sagacious apprehension o f the relatively 
feeble loveliness o f the human frame. The most effective lure that 
a woman can hold out to a man is the lure o f what he fatuously 
conceives to be her beauty. This so-called beauty, o f course, is 
almost always a pun* illusion. The female body, even at its best, is 
very defective in form ; it has harsh curves and very clumsily 
distributed masses; compared to it the average m ilk-jug, or even 
cuspidor, is a thing o f intelligent and gratifying design - in brief, an 
objet d ’art. The fact was curiously (and hum orously) displayed 
during the late war, when great numbers o f women in all the 
belligerent countries began putting on uniform s. Instantly they 
appeared in public in their grotesque burlesques o f the offical garb 
o f aviators, elevator boys, bus conductors, train guards, and so on, 
their deplorable deficienty in design was unescapably revealed. A 
man, save he be fat, i.e., o f womanly contours, usually kxjks better 
in uniform than in m u fti; the tight lines set o ff his figure. But a 
woman is at once given awav: she looks like a dumbbell run over 
by an express train. Below the neck by the bow and below the waist 
astern there are tw o masses that simply refuse to fit into a 
balanced com position. Viewed from the side, she presents an 
exaggerated S bisected by an im perfect straight line, and so she 
inevitably suggests a drunken dollar-mark. Her ordinary clothing 
cunningly conceals this fundamental im perfection. It swathes those 
impossible masses in draperies soothingly uncertain o f outline. But 
putting her into uniform is like stripping her. Instantly all her 
—alleged beauty vanishes. 
Moreover, it is extremely rare to find a woman who shows even 
the modest sightliness that her sex is theoretically capable o f; it is 
only the rare beauty who is even tolerable. The average woman, 
until art comes to her aid, is ungraceful, misshapen, badly calves 
and crudely articulated, even for a woman. If she has a good torso, 
she is almost sure to Ix* bow-legged. If she has good legs, she is 
almost sure have bad teeth. If she has good teeth, she is almost sure 
to have scrawny hands, or muddy eyes, or hair like oakum, or no 
chin. A woman who meets fair tests all ’round is so uncommon 
that she becomes a sort o f marvel, and usually gains a livelihood by 
exhibiting herself as such, either on the stage, in the half-w orld, or as 
the private jewel o f some wealthy connoisseur. 
But this lack o f genuine beauty in women lays on them no 
practical disadvantage in the prim ary business o f their sex, for it 
effects are more than overborne by the em otional suggestibility, 
the herculean capacity for illusion, the almost total absence o f 
critical sense o f men. Men do not demand genuine beauty, even in 
the most modest doses; they are quite content w ith the mere 
appearance o f beauty. That is to say, they show no talent whatever 
for differentiating between the artificial and the real. A film o f face 
powder, skilfu lly applied, is as satisfying to them as an epidermis o f 
damask. The hair o f a dead Chinaman, a rtfu lly dressed and dyed 
gives them as much delight as »he authentic tresses o f Venus. A 
false hip intrigues them as effectively as the soundest one o f living 
fascia. A pretty frock fetches them quite as surely and securely as 
lovely legs, shoulders, hands or eyes. In brief, they estimate 
women, and hence acquire their wives, by reckoning up purely 
superficial aspects, which is just as intelligent as estimating an egg 
by purely superficial aspects. They never go behind the returns; it 
never occurs to them to analyze the impressions they receive. The 
result is that many a man, deceived by such paltry sophistications, 
never really sees his wife — that is, as God is supposed to see her, 
and as the embalmer w ill see her — until they have been married 
for years. All the tricks may be infantile and obvious, but in the 
face o f so naive a spectator the tem ptation to continue practising 
them is irresistible. A trained nurse tells me that even when 
undergoing 
the extreme discom forts o f paturition the great 
m ajority o f women continue to m odify their complexions with 
pulverized talcs, and to give thought to the arrangment o f their 
hair. Such transparent devices, to be sur«\ reduce the psychologist 
to a sour sort o f m irth, and yet it must be plain that they suffice to 
entrap and make fools o f men, even the most discreet. I know of 
no man, indeed, who is w holly resistant to female beauty, and 1 
know o f no man, even among those engaged professionally by 
aesthetic problems, who habitually and auotm atically distinguishes 
the genuine from the im itation. He may do it now and then; he 
may even preen him self upon his unusual discrim ination; hut given 
the right woman and the right stage setting, and he w ill he deceived 
almost as readily as a yokel fresh from the cabbage-field.
